The last stand to ward,off the rav- 
ages of the boll weevil, which is ex- 
pected to enter Georgia this fall, will 
be made with the wilt resisting and 
early maturing cotton seed which have 
been perfected by Dr. EK. la Worsham, 
state entomologist, and which will be 
distributed for planting in southwest 
Georgia during the next few weeks. 

Dor. Worsham and his associates have 
been experimenting with this strain of 
cotton seed for several years, and with 
so much success that the department 
it is about perfected, 
use it this spring as

It is recalled that the earlv frost in 
1914 checked the boll weevil on the 
state boundary line, Mut is hardly 
possible that Georgia will escape 
longer, as&B it has become necessary to 
develop a strain of cotton that will 
not only’ withstand th e ravages of the 
wilt disease so prevalent in south 
Georgia, but at the same time to se- 
eure a strain of cotton that will come 
into maturity before the boll 
pezins its deadly work of destruction.

On the eve of Napoleons disastrous 
invasion of Russia in 1812, John Quin- 
cy Adams, tiie American minister at 
St. Petersburg. was discussing the im- 
pending conflict, when a high official 
at the court of the czar charged it 
tol 6€O6“Women, women, women!” They 
were responsible, the American minis- 
fer was assiired, for ail the recent wars 
that had convulsed Europe, Queen 
Louise having fanned the flames of 
the Franco-Prussicn war in 1806, the 
Empress Marie of Austria having 
atirred wup the strife that led to the 
Wagram campaign in 1509, and now 
the Grand Duchess Mlizabeth had 
brought Russia and Irance to swords 
points 

While the! Kurorie of 1512 wes no 
Garden of Eden into which it remained 
for a daughter of Eve to introduce 
the serpent of strife, there was enough 
truth in the remark, which Adams 
guotes in his diary, to lend a faint 
color to its exaggeration and to make 
the sister of the Czar Alexander a fig- 
ure in the story of that tragic vear. 
It was between Elizabeth! and Napo- 
leon that Talleyrand proposed a-match 
@t the congress of kings or Erfurt in 


18908, but her mother. the Dowager 


(‘zarina, hastened to betroth her in 


mn week to the heir of the Duke of | 


Oldenburg. The rejected suitor pock- 
eted the rebuff, but a year later when 


he asked for the hand of Elizabeth's 


young sister, Anna, and the Russians 
again put him off and tried to drive 
@ hard: bargain with nim, he dropped 
them for the Austrians in short order, 
@nd engaged himself to Marie Louise. 

One day in the midst of the happy 
‘bridegroom's sweet triumph over the 
tomanoffs, he found the dreary dunes 
of Elizabeth's tiny duchy of Oldenburg 
in his wav and he annexed to his em 
“oles that mere handful of German sand 
»y the North sea, evicting. from house 
-and home the virl whom he had offered 
to make the empress of the French. 
The duchess, returning to Russia, car- 


ried her bitter ecrievance with her, and - 


the dowasger czariina and the czar took 
up her quarrel. 


THE YANKEE SCHOONER. 

No one knew better than John Quin- 
cy Adams, however, that the fleets of 
Vankee schooners which haunted. the 
fogs of the DBaltic, bidding saucy de- 
fiance to the British ce, es of the 
land, were a more serious cause of 
estrangement between Napoleon and 
Alexander than the annexation of Old- 
enburg. The French emperor had been 
informed by his minister at Washing- 
ton that “the Americans possess a sort 
of vessel called schooners, the swiftest 
‘in the world,” and demanded that the 
‘Zar seize those strange, speedly lIittle 
vankee clipper ships and all other craft 
that were landing English products in 
HMussia under cover of nettral flags 

No doubt an immense amount of Brit- 
ish freight was being dumped at Rus- 
sian ports, chiefly by American ships, 
to ‘be distributed thence over lHurope. 
But, while Alexander continued to ex- 
“inde British vessels. he declined to 
sinit out those from the United States 
and other nations. Russia; with its 
abundance of-raw material and with no 
rianufactures, could ill-afford to cut off 
wall exports and imports. 

The czar not only refused to comply 
with the commands of the French em- 
peror, but he also boldly challenged 
thim by prohibiting the entry into Rus- 
Sia of manv French manufactures, on 


she ground that the wealth of his em- 


pire was being drained to pay for 
Parisian luxuries. And as he defied him 
he marshaled his military forces near 
the frontier He reallv was weary of 
the compact made at the Tiisit love 
feast in I807 and was ready and eayer 
to break away. Hie flattered himself 
that he had played a minor role to the 
plebeian emperor on the imperial stage 
longz enough and was determined to as- 
sume that leading part in world affairs 
Which - he essayed so unsuccessfully at 
Austerlitz and again at Friedland. 

The sharp bowsprit of.the New Eng- 
land schooner thus was the entering 
wedge that pried apart the emperor of 


the east and the emperor of the west, 
and the -vounge republic of the new 
world was a factor in bringing to an 


end the ‘great trade war between 
rrance and Enxlarid, which began with 
Napoleon s secret purchase and then his 
hasty sacrifice of Louisiana. For nine 
Years the ruler of the land had striven 
with the ruler of the sea, England 
struggling to shut the highways of the 
ecean and Napoleon the gateways of 
the European continent. And first and 
last both had been baffled by the daring 
and etiterprising vankee skipper more 
than by anv other element in their 
problern. 


DIVIDING UP AMERICA. 

Mach of the belliwerents strove it} 
turn te draw the Lnited States into 
the war. IKxasperated by his failure 
to compel America to become his aliv, 
Napoleon had sent a secret agent to 
London with the :suggestion that he 
had no more desire than the English 
to see the Americans reaping a ha: 
vest on the sea and gaining a monop- 
oly of shipping at the expense = of 
France and England. The British 
government. however, did not give him 
an encouraging reply. 

Fouche, the meddling minister of 
police, knew how anxious the emnper- 
or was for peace, and having heard 
him say that he would make a prince 
of any one who should bring England 
to terms, he undertook to win the 
prize Fouche'’s plan was worthy of 
the genius of a dueal detective. He 
sent a representative to London with 
the hint that if England was anxious 
to help its Bourbon allies, the de- 
throned Ferdinand of Spain might be 
enthroned anew in Spanish America, 
while France could make amend for 


aiding the American revolution by 
Joining England in a war against the 
pestiferous Americans After the 


Joint conquest of the United States, a 
kingdom for Louis XVIIli of France 
could be carved out of its territory 
and Engiand and France eould divide 
what was left of the republic.

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reason for this hatred was implanted 
long, long ago, and burned more hotly as 
the fuel was supplied by successive acts 
of the powerful and merciless Haps- 
burgs. For many years Austria acted 
on Metternich’s cynical expression, 
“Italy is only a geographical expression.” 

Deep in the hearts of the Italians 
smouldered the fires of patriotism, which 
flamed forth repeatedly in abortive at- 
tempts to wrest the land from the in- 
vader and to establish a unified free 
Italy. Alweys the ruthless Anstrians 
returned, putting down uprising, punish- 
ing the participants and devastating the 
country. 

Italy's “Jost provinces” still rankle 
sorely in the memory of her people, the 
pleasant lands and prosperous cities at 
the head of the Adriatic and alone the 
eastern coast and the scattered islands, 
all of which once owed allegiance to 
Venice, now are held in the grasp of 
Austria and Turkey. Under the out- 
ward alliance of Italy with Austria there 
have smoulkdered embers of bitterness 
making it impossible for them to become 
actual allies; even more repugnant would 
it be to the Italians to fight side by 
side with the Turk who has despoiled 
them of parts of their domain and with 
whom there has not been even the sem- 

lance of political friendship. 

At the beginning of the sixteenth cen-

A few years 
later the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
which closed the war of the Austrian 
succession, assigned. Parma, Piacenza 
and Guastalla to Don Philip, one of the 
brothers of Charles III., King of th 
Two Sicilies, and confirmed,.this mon- 
arch in the possession of that kingdom 
Austria kept Milan, and Tuscany and 
Modena were placed under the prote 
tion of France, as was Genoa, which, 
after Paoli’s insurrection of 1705 ceded 
her old posseSsion of Corsica to France.
